[IN A BAD POSITION|AN ARTIST DROWNED 


Japanese Uncomfortably Near 
the Russian Flank. 


KUROPATKIN IS RETREATING 


Russians Driven Gack After Six Hours’ 
Hard Fighting—Jap Lose Only 100 Kill- 
ed and Wounded—Fig Fight Expeo- 
ted—Japs Have Now Passed Dalin 
Bill and Are 20 Miles South 
of Russian Position. 


St. Petersburg, June 29. —The As- 
sociated Press is informed on good 
authority that General Kuropatkin 
has decided to withdraw northward. 
This move gives the Russians the 
advantage of being nearer their base 
of supplies and placing the Japanese 
at the disadvantage of having longer 
lines of communication. 

It is pointed out that Kuropathin 
no longer prayents a junction of the 
enemy's forces by remaining at Tat- 
chekiao as he might thereby imperil 
the safety of his own troops, as the 
desperate character of the fighting at 
Ya Pass and Fenshui Pass, June 27, 
shows the Japanese are in strong 
force uncomfortably near the Rus- 
sian flank, 

A report that Rear-Admiral With- 
oft (in command of naval forces at 
Port Arthur) sailed off after giving 
battle to the Japanese, receives cre- 
dence, Withoft is known to have full 
authority to leave Port Arthur if he 
deems it adyisable, and he possibly 
preferred not to risk a return to the 
harber which again might be block- 
ed, preventing his egress at a crili- 
cal moment. Consequently Withoft 
may now be steaming to join the 
Viadivostock cruisers. 

A HOt SIX Fours xigne 

Tokio, June 29.—After a hot fight, 
which lasted for six hours Monday 
morning, June 27, the Takushun 
division of the Japanese army com- 
pletely defeated five battalions of 
Russian infantry, which was sup- 
ported by two regiments of cavalry 
and sixteen guns, and occupied ben- 
shuiling, twenty miles northwest of 
Siuyen. {fhe Mussians finally fell 
back in the direction of Shimucheng. 
The Japanese casualties aggregatcd 
ebout 100 killed and wounded. Ma- 
jor Obs was killed during the battle. 
The Russians fied in disorder. 

Russ Battleship Stranded. 


London, June 29.—A despatch to 
the Central News from Tokio says 
it is reported that another Russian 
battleship has been discovered straad- 
ed off Tiger Rock. It is presumed 
she was wrecked while returning to 
Port Arthur after the recent naval 
engagements. 

Fight Expected To-Morrow. 

Haicheng, June 29.—A heavy en- 
gagement is expected to-morrow near 
the village of Shimucheng, fii- 
teen miles south-southwest of Hai- 
cheng, and an equa! distance due 
east of the railway. The Japancse 
have now passed Dalin Will and ure 
twenty miles south of the Russian 
Position. The total losses in the 
Dalin Hill fight are not yet known. 
Lighty wounded have arrived here 
and on Sunday last a hospital train 
with 200 passed, going to Liaoyang. 
The fighting lasted the whole of June 
26 and 27. 

One Shot, One Dies of Fever. 

Newchwang. June 29.—H. J. Mid- 
aicton, Associatea xress Currespun- 
dent with the Russian headquarters 
near Liaoyang in Manchuria, died 
Sunday from enteric dysentery. 

‘Tien- n, June 29.—It is reported 
that Edwaré F. Knight, the corre- 
swondent of the London Morning 
Post with the Japanese army, was 
killed at Wafang-Tien.

BOSPHORUS PASSED 


JAPS UCCUPY MOTIEN PASS 


Another Russian Defeat In Whioh Kuro- 
patkin Admits Loss of 200, and Infer- 
ence Is That Linoyang Is Seriously 
Threatenod—Japanese Report 


Triple Repulse of Russlans— 
Stakelberg's Narrow Escape. 


Constantinople, July 6.—The Rus- 
sian volunteer flect steamers St. 
Petersburg and Sebastopol passed 
through the Bosphorus from the 
Black Sea yesterday morning. The 
Sebastopol was flying the red cross 
flag and her hull was painted white. 
The vessels took on board a quan- 


tity of stores and remained in the 
harbor until last evening 
Japs Occupy Motien Pass, 
Tokio, June 6.—Gen. Kuroki has 


occupied Moticn Pass without rv 
sistance. The Russians have aban- 
doned Tsinshanqwan, burning the 
supplies. A detachment of General 
Kuroki’s army has occupied North 
Fenshun Pass without meeting with 
resistance. The main army advanced 
westward and occupied a line extend- 
ing from Motien Pass to the Shao- 
watian and Sinkai Passos 
Basslans Admit 200 Lost. 

St. Petersburg, July 6.—Thirteen 
companies of Russian troops sent out 
by Liout.-General Count Keller in a 
reconnaissance in force to ascertain 
the strength of tho Japanese col- 
um's advanco force moving on Liao- 
yang came into collision with tho 
Japanese between Motien and Fen- 
shun Passes yesterday.

‘The ‘CaWing Out of the Militia te Suppress

Gourley and Maclean. 


‘Oltawa, July 138.—The House 
practically completed its  delibera- 
wions on the militia bill yesterday, 
‘only a couple of caluses standing for 
further consideration. Yhis being 
‘the 12th of July, there were a num- 
ber of vacancies in the active fouces 
on the Opposition side, and the dis- 
cussion was practically confined’ to 
mombers having military experience 
or connection. 
A Compensation Clauas, 


The clause which caused amost dis- 
cussion yesterday Was an amend- 
ment by Mr. Dourassa providing for 
compensation by the Government for 
accidental bullet wounds arising from 
practice on rifle ranges. Just what 
ranges this shduld apply to formed 
the stumblingrblock which led to 
the point being left over. An jm- 
portant discussion took place on the 


calling out of the militia to Bup- 
press riots. An amendinent was 
inserted providing that permanent 


troops shall have precedence in this 
work, and that’ the pay of the men 
on active duty ‘of this kind shall be 
$1 a day. 

Service Outside the Dominion, 

Mr. ‘Gourley objected to clause isa 
which provides {hat any part of the 
militia may be placed ‘‘in active ser- 
vice anywhere in Canada and also 
beyond Canada for the defence there- 


able so to do by reason of enwr- 
wency."” We contended that there 
was a serious change in jolicy in- 
volved in the clause which differed 
from the old act, in which the re 
‘striction “Sor the defence thereof" 
was not found. 3le contended that 
the interests of the Empire might de- 
mand that the Canadian militia be 
sent to the defence of the Bmpire in 
distant parts, and demanded that. 
the ad clause be retained. 

Mr. W. F. Maclean contended that 
sve could not reasonably expect the 
Imperial army to come to the de- 
fence of Canada! if our contribution 
to the defence of the Empire was to 
be limited to volunteers. 

Fallacies of Gourley and Maclean, 


Sir Frederick Borden pointed out 
the fallacy of the arguments of 
Messrs. Gounley and Maclean. The 


very essence of the militia system 
was that the men comprising it were 
for the defence of the country, and 
even in Great Britain the militia 
could not be compelled to serve be- 
yond the British Isles. There had 
been no change in policy at all. If 
the former militia acts and the re- 
cord of the discussion when thesa 
measures were passed were consult- 
ed it would be found that the Cana- 
dian militia was enrolled only for 
home service and in some of the old 
acts tne fact that they were organ- 
ized for the defence of Canada only 
was much more clearly laid down 
than in the bill before the House, 
and also the principle that they 
could not. be compelled to serve be- 
yond the confines of the Dominion. 

» Mr. Gourley emphasized his conten- 
tion that such a clause should not 
be. allowed in any statute of the

Enriches tho Soil and Rendors it Vastly 
More Productive, 

Clever is one of Ontario's most vaol- 
vable furm crops. It is generally re- 
cognized by Ontavio fariners to be a 
wavy yielder of hay, which furnish- 
ep a large amount of valuable food 
constituents, Its beneheial effects 
upon the soil, however, do not seem 
te be so olearly understood. Scien- 
tists, who have made a crreful sludy 
of the influence of clover on (thy soil, 
tell ue thut after Jarge erops have 
been removed trom the laud. the soil 
is aclvally richer in nitogen after 
gBrowirg clover than it was before, 
owins to the Jacge amourl of-nitro- 
wen which the ciover roots have ob- 
tained from Lhe air. As a rule, faz~ 
aera prow clover and timothy Lo- 
gether, ana ¢ therefore unable to 
ascertain the comparative influence 

of cach of these crops ou the soil. 


We have conducted 2 serics of ex- 
periments at the Agricuiiucal Col- 
jege Guelph, on the different oc- 
casions, in order to asserlaia the 


comparative value of clover and grass 
sod foe Grop production.

and the grasses. 
yas sown after cach) 
ef cloyers and three 
yarieties of prassey in four different 
places in ow experimental grounds, 
Vhe average resulls of the four tests 
in pounds of barley peor acre were 
as follows: Red Clover, 1516; Lue- 
ne, 1450; Alsike Clover, 1427; 
moth Red Clover, 1408; Meadow 
scene Grass, J068; Orchard Grass 
1015, and Timothy, B49. It will 
therefore be seen that the Ked Clover 
sod gave an increase over the Tim- 
othy sod of 570 pounds, or nearly 
(12 bushels per acre. 

In another experiment winch was 
completed in 1900, in which winter 
wikeat was sown on both elover 
and grass soils, it was found that an 
average of 8194 pounds of wheat per 
nere wes obtained from the clover 
sod and only 2500 pounds from the 
erass sod. 

{in 1899, a mixture of oats and bar- 
ley was sown on clover sod andal- 
so cn grass sod, The results wer2 
very marked, as an average of 2256 
pounds of mixed grains per acre was 
cblained from ihe clover sud, and on- 
ly 1078 pounds of anixed grains per 
sere from the grass sod. 

By averaging the results of these 
grains, we find that the crop grown 
on the clover sod gave an increase 
cyer the crop grown! on the grass scd 
by fullv 86 per cent. 

(fhe results of lhese experiments 
help us to appreciate the beneficial 
influence on the soil fren growing 
Gloyer, U. also indicates the suita- 
bility of a properly éullivated clov- 
er sod as a preparation for winter 
wheat or for spring graics.

BRITISH ADMIRAL’S VIEW 


Cannot Permit Mordbauimen to Be Moles- 
ted By Vessels Which Cannot Bo Ad- 
mitled to Ie Moen-of-War—Prompt 
Action Expected—The Public Is 
Not in the Mood Wor Trifting 
—Losses at Motion. 


London, July 20.—Once again the 
leading English newspaper editorials 
are In the gravest tones on the Rus- 
sian seizure of British vessels. Even 
the conseryative Standard declares 
that the nation looks to the Foreign 
Olice to take more effectual action 
than the ordinary conventions of di- 
plomatic intercourse prescribe. 

“ho case.is not’ one fox fastidious 
treatment. If nothing is done official- 
ly to relieve the painful strain, the 
irritation of this country may grow 
into stubborn resentment. We can- 
not, even for the sake of peace, sit 
down under a geries of undisguisedly 
provocative méasures.’’ 

A similar warlike tone pervades al- 
most every other paper. The Morning. 
Post says Great Britain cannot tol- 
erate the seizure of the steamer Ma- 
lacca except by the abandonment of 
her self-respect as a great power. 

The paper declares that either tho 
volunteer fleet steamer St. Peters- 
burg 1s an armcd pirate or Russia 
has violated the Treaty of Paris.

One of the cruisers and a tor- 
pedo boat, it is added, struck mines 
and went down. The story is not 
confirmed. The Admiralty has no 
news of any vessel having been lost 
at Vladivostock,

Russians Lost 2,000. 

Generai Kuroki’s Headquarters in 
the Field, via Fusan, July 20.— 
More Russian troops were engaged in 
Mandev'’s battle at Maotien Puss 
were probably double the number of 
those which took part in the fight at 
the Yalu River, while opposed to 
them were only one brigade and one 
battalion of the Japanese forces. 
‘Phe Russian loss is estimated at 
2,000. The burial of the dead con- 
tinues.

The Japaneso 
lost four officers and thirty-nine men 
killed and fifteen officers and 241 men 


wounded. The casualties all occur- 
red in the second division. Gon. 
Kuroki mentions, but he does not 


enumerate, the trophies captured, Ho 
estimated the Russian losses as ex- 
ceeding his own. 

When the Russians finally retroat- 
ed, they were pursued by tho ontire 
Japanese line. Seven battalions of 
the enemy made a halt on tho 
heights of Tawan and with four 
guns checked the Japanese pursuit. 

Japs Fought on Without Officers. 


Tho attack on Hsinmatang began 
at 8 o'clock in the morning. A bat- 
talion of Russian infantry and ao 
squadron of cavalry assaulted tho 
Japanese company on outpost there, 
Tho Russians received reinforcements 
until they were a regiment strong. 
Tho Japanese resisted doggedly. All 
thelr officers were either killed or 
wounded, but still the men fought 
on. The Japanese finally recoived re- 
Jnforcernents, and tho Russians re- 
tired at 6 o'clock fn tho afternoon.

| SYSTEMATIC INSTRUCTION IN THE 
CHEESE FAGTORIES. 


Good Work Being Undertaken by tho 
Ontario Department of Agriculture, 
The Department of Agriculture, in 

conjunction with Lhe Bastern and 
Western Dairymen’s Associations, is 
this year continuing {he systematic 
instruction which gave such sajlisfac4 
tory results last year. |. 
| There are 33 cheese instructors now 
on the road, and cach instructor has 
assigined to him from 16 lo 25 Lacs 
tories, which are directly under his 
charge, and for whieh he is held 
responsible. There {wo chief 
jnstructons ; one for Eagilern Ontario, 
and the other for Lhe |Wegjlern sec. 
tion, who have general ovensight of 
the work, The department has also 
employed three ingtractors to visit 
the different Oreamer Uhrough, 
out the prpvipee., Bach creamery 
will reecive at least one wisit, and 
if the management wish furlher vis, 
its they may arrange for them by 
paying a small fee. ) 

The cheese factories are asked 
assume about half the! cost of 
straction, and in nearly all cases 
lwvhere instruction was given last 
year the proprietors or makers have 
applied for the same (this season. 
The duties of the instructors consist 
in directing {he makers how best, to 
overcome and avoid defects which 
may appear in’ cheese; to explain 
fully to makers the quality and tex, 
ture of pheese most suited to the 
markets; to encourage makers and 
patrons to observe care and cleapli« 
ness; to induce the jproprictors of 
factories to make the necessary res 
pairs, in fact to see Lhat all opera, 
tions are earricd on in a manner 
conducive to the production of the 
best quality of cheese, 

At the beginning of the season a 
circular Jetter was sent to the faca 
tories throughout the province, ask. 
ing them to make application at once 
if thay jvished desistance from the 
instructors during {the summer, (A 
great many applications were receiv, 
ed, but a namber of makers and pro; 
prictons did not make application. 
Some of these, however, have since 
had considerable trouble in manuq 
faotuTing, and “have: lately made ap.

As’ most 
of the Syndicates have been com 
pleted, it will be impossible 'to com~

It is gratifying to know from the 
wholesale dealers in’ Montreal that 
the average quality of cheese being 
marketed at that point this year is 
above that of jast year or the year 
before. There are, of course, a few 
inferior cheese being marketed, but 
jwith so many instructions on the road 
there ig no excuse for makers con, 
tinuing to have cheese of on inferior 
quality week after week. ‘ 

G. A. Putnam, Superintendent of 
Farmers’ Institules, and G. G. Pub.

structors, visiled Monjtrea) on Tues.

factories in Perth district, which had 
in previous years been counted as 
first-plass, changed makers this 
Spring, and the cheese manufactured 
at the beginning of the jseason was 
rejected by the buyens. jAlpplication 
was at once made for a visit from 
the jngtructor, and after a , few 
hours of confultation amd instruc4 
tion, the maker was able to manufac, 
ture cheese which were classed as 
“fancy.’

Some of the main defects noliced in 
the cheese in Montreal were as fol+ 
lows; Wirst, weak in body, and too 
much acidity; second objectionable 
flavours—a weedy flavour, due to 
carelessness on the part of some party 
either the patron or maker. Third 
defective finish but much superior 
to the general appearance of cheese 
matketed in iprevious years, No ex. 
cuse can be made for the unworky 
manlike manner in which gome of the 
cheese is put up. They, are not uni« 
form; carelessness is displayed in 
putting the cloths 
the cheese; the boxes! are not pro, 
perly trimmed after the cheese aer 
put in them; and in some cases the 
boxes are not high enough, allawing 
the weight of the top cheese to rest 
on the bottom cheese rather (than 
upon the boxes. In 
boxes are too large in cireumference, 
allowing the cheese to work from 
side to side, and wearing, rough 
patches on theends and sides. There 
is also evidence of negligence in the 
care of the shelves and ends of the 
cheese in a few, instances boing quite

A MEANS OF SUPPLYING FRESH 
MEAT FOR SUMMER MONTHS. 


The System as Described by the Live 
Stock Commissioner, Ottawa. 

Although live stock is grown on aly 

most ayeny Qanadian farm, the fare 


mer a3 a rule {finds it very difficult 


to furnish his table with fresh meat! 


during tho jspummer months. , Salt 
pork and poultny are in genera) use, 
but it is evident iuhal a liberal sup+ 
ply of (fresh beef pyould make the 
problem of preparing meals much 
easier for the pvomanl of the houses 
hold, and jyould ensure a more whole, 


some nnd palatable bill-of-fare for 
the family. The average farmer is 
seve miles |from the nearest buat, 


cher, and pyould find it beth incon, 
yonient and expensive to send a mem, 
bor of the family to town covery day 
or tivo for [fresh meat, especially as 
both mon and horses are apt lo find 
their time fully occupied. Again the 
farmer's family could not consume a 
‘heeft animal bofore it nypuld spoil, so 
it is out of the question to think of 
killing his own, In order to make 
the use of firesh meat possible in 
every farm home, even during sum 
met months, the Live Stook Commis. 
sioner, Ottawa, recommends the more 
goneral establishment of beef rings, 
which have been successfully carried 
on for years in some sections in Cans 
ada, it 
ft) Beef Rings. ( b 

Those rings not, as the name 
might indicate, ‘umusts,” for the con, 
tro lof the productiqn and sale of 
beef, but ave groups of farmers who 
cooperate to supply their tables uvith 
fresh meat during the summer. The 
ring is usually composed of sixteen, 
toventy or twenty4four members, al- 
though Sometimes as many as forty 
are enrolled. Each member agrees to 
supply one beef animal during tho 
summer, and in order to give plenty 
of time for preparajtion, the members 
draw lots the previous wintor to dew 
termine the order in which they shall 
contribute animals, After the draw 
ing members may exchange mumbers 
if they find it mutually advantages. 
Tho smal] families may combine for 
one Share, ti 

_ | @he Animal 

The regulations usually provide 
that each member shall supply 4 
steer or heifer under threo yearsold, 
sound healthy and in good condition, 
dressing from 400 to 500 pounds of 
beef, and grain-fed for at least six 
weeks previous to killing. If an an. 
imal is jnot wp to the standard it 
may be rejected and the owner com~ 
polled to supply janother, or it may 
be ‘accepted at a lower jvalhuation. 
Tho decision in such cases is left to 
the \secretaty or a duly appointed 
committee bf inspection. «

A butcher is employed to kill and 
cut up the animajs, the owner xe 
taining the herd, heart, fat amd hide. 
Tho amoant paid for killing and cut, 
ting up a beast is usual) $2 ito 
$2.50, vith an extra dol if the 
buteber makes deliveny, which is not 
practice. Of counse it is 
not necessary to employ a profession, 
al butoher, but a man is required who 
can do the nvork meatly and well and 
avell cut up the carcass along the 
lines and in the sa iway each lime. 
The butcher provides a hook for each 
member and hangs thereon the por- 
tion for each family as the anima) is 
cut up. Bach member should have 
two meat bags wilh his name on, so 
that one of them may always, be at 
tho butcher shop ready to receive the 
weekly ‘portion.

Concerning the Trent Val- 
ley Canal an Ottawa report of the 
debate says: 

Will Cost Six Millions. 

, On the item! of $100,000 for the 
M@rent Caral Mr. Kmmersou said that 
it would tuke $6,000,400 to complete 
dhe work, and that yessels carrying 
uibout 25,000 bushels of wheat could 
pass througis it. Lt would cost about 
$4,000,0UG to complete the Bay of 
Quinto section, and $1,500,050 for the 
Georgian Bay end 

Mr. Lennox urged upon the Gov- 
erminent the desirability of pushing 
the canal to completion at au early 
day in order that the whole work 
(may be productive. 

Sir William Bfulock reminded the 
(House that 120 miles of the canal are 
already producti some tinirty-sev- 
en steameis being employed on the 
system, and Lhe canul is already ser- 
ving a useful purpose. As to what 
the policy of lho Goverument would 
be in the fulure, it could not be open 
to doubt that syhen the emntry com- 
mitted itself to the cost of the work 
already dove it was commicted to 
‘he completion of. the enterp> se at 
the carliest possible mo They. 
could leok forward to the ent Val- 
ley Canal connecting the waters of 
tne Geenginn Bay and of Lake On- 
fario at an early date. The only 
thing he had to regret was that the 
onlerprise had not. been pressed on 
by the late Government; their in- 


terest in it jwas chiefly displayed on 
the eye of a (general clection, and 
thal interest seemed to die away a 
few days after the election. Thit 
was ret the principle followed by the 
present Administration, which had 
pushed forward the work..

BRITAIN’S DEMANDS 


Government Taking Energetic Ac- 
tion re Knight Commander: 


NO EXCUSE FOR THE OUTRAGE 


Action of Russian Crulsers in Seizing Brit- | 
ish Ships Is Producing a Crisis—More 
Steamers Seixed—The Commanders 
Have Not Vet Recolved Orders— 
Cabloot Discussed the Subject 
in Detail, 


London, July 27.—The British Gov- 
ernment is taking energetic action in 
tho caso of the sinking of the British 
steamer Knight Commander by the 
Vladivostock squadron. All infor- 
mation recelyed by the Government 
tends to establish in the official mind 
that an outrage has been committed 
for which no excuse cxists in inter- 
national law. Those aware of tho 
feelings of the ministry said last 
night that all the members of the 
Cabinet are in accord regarding the 
principle of the inviolability of in- 
nocent neutral shipping, as well as 
upon tho principle that a neutral 
ship cannot be destroyed even i} 
carrying contraband of war. 

Will Include Compensation. 

The demands which will be made 
upon the Russian Government will 
include compensation to the owners 
of the ship and to the owners of the 
goods on board the Knight Com- 
mander, an apology for the action 
of the Russian cruisers and an agrec- 
ment that instructions be given 
which will prevent a repetition of 
such action, British ship-owners are 
up in arms over the dangers which 
shipping is now running, and are 
bombarding the Government with re 
presentations looking to the thorough 
protection of their interests.

‘The Subject In the House, 


London, July 27.—Premier Balfour, 
replying to a question in the louse 
of Commons yesterday in regard to 
the sinking of the British steamer 
Knight Commander by the Russians 
off the coast of Japan, said enquiries 
were being made on the subject, but 
he was not yet in a position to make 
a statement. Replying to another 
question, the Premier said the Gov- 
ernment was not aware of any con- 
vention concluded in 1901 between 
Turkey and Russia providing special 
Conditions for the passage of the 
Dardanelles by Russian ships. 

Mr, Balfour, while disclaiming that 
he was giving on authoritative de 
cision, said that he believed the de- 
claration of Paris in 1856, contemp- 
luted the abolition of privateering, 
apd that a neutral flag covers an 
enemy's merchandise, except when 
contraband of war. Dealing with tho 
question of whether the Russian vol- 
unteer vessels being private ships 
commiss{oned by the State were dif- 
ferent materially from privateers, 
the Premier said that the whole 
question of the status of the volun- 
tecr ships was now under discussion 
between Great Britain and Russia, 
and that it would not be desirable to 
discuss that point In the House of 
Commons at present, 

Mecting of Cabinet. 

London, July 27.—The sinking of 
the British steamer Knight Comman- 
der by the Russian cruisers off Japan 
was discussed at a mecting of the 
Cabinet yesterday, held at the For- 
cign Office. Before the meeting Count 
Benckendorff, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor, was closeted with Foreign Sec- 
retary Lansdowne, and discussed in
